ing, and as the affidavits presented by 
Mr. Marcil, prove; but the reading of 
the petitions themselyes proves the 
attempt to mislead not only the sign- 
ers of the petition, but the country, 
as to what the petitioners have signed. 
Two petitions were prepared, one for 
circulation in Eastern Canada, the 
other for circulation in Western Can- 
ada, differing most materially not 
only in their matter, but in their con- 
clusion. Neither of them are peti- 
tions against the construction sf the 
proposed transcontinental railway, al- 
though both have been presented to 
parliament and endorsed as being such, 
and this is the announcement in re- 
gard to them which the opposition 
papers have persistently made. 

The castern petition asks for delay 
in the commencement of operations on 
the railway on tbe ground tbat there 
is not sufficient before parliament to 
warrant the undertaking of the work. 
The petition contains ten sections am- 
plifying this pot, and concludes as 
follows: 

“Your petitioners therefore humbly 
pray that the said bill now before par- 
liament may not now become law; but 
that its furtber consideration by the 
government and by parliament shall 
be deferred until such full and accur- 
ate information shall have been ob- 
tained and Jaid before parliament.” 

The western petition does not hint 
at delay, but lays stress on the neces- 
sity of securing tow rates over the 
proposed railway and objects to the 
construction of the eastern section in 
that its operation would be a burden 
upon the whole scheme, and, therefore, 
prevent the lowest possible rates. 
Clause 11 especially asks that the 
Grand Trunk Pacific from Winnipeg 
to Edmonton shouid be constructed as 
an additional line opening up new ter- 
ritory, and that purchase of the Can- 
adian Northern should not be allowed. 
Clause 12 asks that the Grand Trunk 
Pacific agreement should provide for 
an outlet to Lake Superior. The con- 
clusion of the petition is as follows: 

“Your petitioners, therefore humbly 
pray that the transportation bill now 
before parliament be not passed in its 
present form, but that it be altered 
to provide tor the above-mentioned 
conditions, and 
on transportation should consider the

‘WHY CANADIAN MANUFACTURERS FAVOR 
PREFERENCE 


Under the above heading the Shef- 
field, England, Daily Independent, in 
a late issue says: 

“The majority of the delegates to 
the Montreal Conference of Chambers 
of Commerce will come home and say 
that England realiy must do some- 
thing on the limes of Mr. Chamber- 
Jain’s preferential suggestions in or- 
der that Canadian opinion may be sat- 
isfied. Now the fact is these obser- 
vers have been all the while in con- 
tact with the manufacturers of On- 
tario, who are desperately anxious 
that England should help them to 
play, and should pay for playing, a 
deep commercial game with the far- 
mers of the west. Here is the game. 
Hitherto Eastern Canada—Ontario 
and Quebec—has dominated the Do- 
minion, and has imposed on all man- 
ufactures coming into the country, 
whether from Engiand or elsewhere, 
a tariff so hign that the Canadian 
manufacturer has been able to com- 
pete with the outsider; but with the 
result that the western farmer, who 
ie the mainstay and hope and _ real 
wealth-producer of the nation, has 
bad to pay for everything he buys, of 
a manufactured kind, at least forty 
per cent. more than he has the slight- 
est need to pay. The manufactures 
of Eastern Canada, in fact, are bol- 
sterel up at the expense of the help- 
Jess minority of voting tarmers of the 
west. But now all this is changing. 
The west is filling. The west is be- 
coming the predominant partner. The 
constitution of the Dominion provides 
that, automatically, at intervals, the 
representation of the different parts 
of the country shall be readjusted ac- 
cording to population. The west is 
about to have the population that 
that will swamp the east politically. 
Will the west go on paying balf as 
much again as it need pay for its agri- 
cultural implements, its ciothes, its 
household requisites, because the east 
cannot make these things at a lower 
price, and will not let other makers 
The west will do nothing of the 
kind. It wili insist on buying to ad- 
vantage. The manufacturers of On- 
tario see this day coming clearly, and 
before it comes they are trying to 
make a bargain, a la Chamberlain, 
that will pacify the west, leave them- 
selves with their existing advantages, 
and cause England to pay the cost. 
They wish to ensure, at no cost to 
themselves, that Canadian wheat 
shal] have a preference in the Eng- 
lish market and fetch a higher price. 
In return they are willing that Eng- 
lish manufacturers shall have a pre- 
ference over all foreign manufac- 
iurers, but without having a 
farthing’s reduction from the tariff 
now imposed against English goods in 
favor of Canadian manufacturers. In 
other words, they hope to pacify the 
west by an increase in the price of 
its wheat, while at the same time 
they keep out all manufactures, from 
Englani or alkewhere, except such as 
they do not feel inclined or abie, to 
undertake, and these they .zive over 
to England by preference. England 
thus gets dearer wheat, pays for the 
pacifying of the west, and gets an off 
chance of such manufactures as the 
Canadians do not themselves care to 
undertake. Meanwhile the artificial- 
ly bolstere® up Canadian manufac- 
turers go on raking in the shekels, 
without effective competition, and if 
the farmers of the west complain that 
the prices they are paying for manu- 
factured goods are too hign, they can 
be met by the argument, ‘This can- 
not be altered, as it is part of the 
bargain by which you get a preference
